Thompson, city engineer, who

cussed the question of "City Possibi- 
lities" 
recommending many 
pro- 


gressive 
and 
constructive 
moves 


which would result in greater hap- 
piness and bettor training for chil- 
dren, enhancement 
of 
the 
dtys 


beauty, and more convenient condi- 
tions for all. 
The 
speaker

ing up McElroy's past record,

officers that the cashier of the bank 
there had been found dead In the 
bank, having died form an overdose 
of cocaine which had been injected 
into his head.

been robbed of a sum of money, and 
that afterwards suspicion fell upon 
McElroy for the reason that he was 
spending considerable sums, when 
before that he had apparently been 
rather hard up.

M'ADOO SAYS U. S. CANNOT BE 


COERCED BY EMPLOYEES. 


Communication Addressed to Heads of 


Labor Organizations Assures 


Justice to All.

tlon to the six heads of labor organi-

ployees during the war. 


The communication reads: 
"The strike of certain .shopmen, ma- 


chinists, etc., In the railroad shops at 
Alexandria, Va., bus created n very 
painful Impression on the public mind. 
1 cannot believe Hint: those men knew 
what they were doing. 
They are all 


employees now of the United States 
government. They are not employees 
of any rnilrond corporation; therefore 
this was a strike against the govern- 
ment of the United States,

In Hying there are certain "blind angles" In

Kngliu; trouble causes many unimportant acci- 


dents, but, aviators say, should never offer any 
serious diillculty to a man who has learned how 
In manage his plane, 1C ho is In a region whero 
I t Is possible for him to come down safely.

for engine trouble there are as many possible and 
legitimate causes as Micro are reasons for an 
automobile to balk. 


In a few cases a broken propeller has caused 


a pilot to make a forced landing, with Injury to 
his plane, but, up to the present time, never with 
serious result to himself. Tho accompanying pic- 
ture shows what happened to a pilot when his 
propeller weakened, cracked and broke over the 
grounds of a high school In the environs ol! Hous- 
ton, Tex. 
Ho brought his ship down with somo 


damage to it, but none to himself, and greatly to 
the delight of Ihe Inhabitants of the region. 


Various causes may result In the breaking oC 


(he propeller. H may have boon Injured In somo 
previous nose dive to the ground; or u bird may 
have got untangled in its blades. Cadets are for- 
bidden to chase blrd3 because o f , t h o possibility 
of such a result and the sure smashing of the 
propeller. 
Nevertheless, they do it sometimes, 


when the Instinct of tho chaso Is strong In their 
blood. And It would be quite possible for a bird 
(o Hy against his propeller, to the undoing of both 
bird' and propeller, and the pilot to be Ignorant 
of what had happened. 


The men who by hard work and i steady prac-

All that lie knew was that ho suddenly lost con- 
sciousness, and did not rogaln it until he was 
being hauled out of the wrecked airplane. He 
had never fainted bel'oro In his life. 


Neither had another young follow, to whom 


everything suddenly became a blank as his ma- 
chine was sailing away through tho blue. It was 
still sailing along easily when presently he came 
to himself again with the feeling that something 
had happened to him. 
Looking down, he could 


see that he had covered a considerable distance 
since the moment when ho hud lost consciousness. 
He (loos not know why he fainted any moro than 
ho knows why he did not spin downward to prob- 
able death during those blank moments. 


A Urlllsh surgeon attached to the relay naval 


nlr service, Dr. H. Graeme Anderson, who has had 
extensive experience at British flying stations, 
has recently written somo Interesting conclusions 
concerning those somewhat obscure causes of 
airplane accidents at training schools. 


In tho opinion of Doctor Anderson, based upon 


study and comparison of the statements made to 
him In such cases by a hundred student flyers, 
there Is a brain fatigue not due to previous men- 
tal'or physical strain that may yet cause serious 
accidents.' He thinks it Is Induced by the impact 
of overwhelming soimtlons upon tho mind of 
the pupil after lie Is In the air. The Hying pupil 
who Is overcome by this form of fatigue, says 
Doctor Anderson, "reaches f l i c stage where he 
has (he power neither to reason, decide, nor act 
A stale of mental Inertia supervenes. This la due 
to repeated stimuli received by his brain m rapid 
succession in his night. He fools alone; a suc- 
cession of errors occurs in the air; ho fools ho 
cannot manage to control the airplane; fear does 
not seize him, but tho enormity of the whole 
thing appalls him; he feels helpless, and a state 
of brain fatigue occurs In which he, In a stupor, 
awaits events and takes little part In the air- 
plane's control." 


This form of brain fatigue, would seem to be 


largely a result of! personal temperament. Doctor 
Anderson thinks it responsible for "a fair pro- 
portion of accidents" among students In the early 
.stages ot! flying, and ho adds that student avia- 
tors who 1mvo suffered from It, if they escape 
injury, arc likely to give up flying. 


There are many, many of the unimportant ac- 


cidents, of. which nobody takes iioed. 
Hut of 


fatal accidents, notwithstanding the concern over 
thorn manifest In some parts of the country, the 
percentage Is no greater than should be expected, 
Is loss than In the flying schools of some other 
countries, and Is not higher than It Is In almost 
any extra-hazardous occupation. And when It is 
remembered that this latter comparison brings 
together figures representing men in the training 
stage with those of skilled workers, It Is evident 
both that flying Is a safer game than It has the 
credit of being, and that it will be a good plan 
for the country to guard against hysteria over 
the fatalities that do occur.

Washington.—Already the odicialsof 


Washington claim there have been 
good results from the recent legislation 
enacted which gives the government 
more power in .regard to seditious ut- 
terances and publications. 
It is as- 


sorted there has been a notable fall- 
Ing off In (he critical and carping com- 
ments in many papers, while those per- 
sons who wore constantly fostering op- 
position to governmental war policies 
have begun greatly to modify their ut- 
terances. 
The ofllcials here believe 


tho moro fact that the power exists to 
punish will Imvo a still greater effect 
as the f u l l knowledge of what the gov- 
ernment can do reaches the pro-Ger- 
man sympathizers in America. 


It is also asserted by ofllcials 'that 


tho time Is now opportune for all per- 
sons of German parentage or birth to 
get on the right side and declare them- 
selves unequivocally for the United 
States and against Germany. The otll- 
cials hero do not want to accept what 
Is becoming a growing idea, that Is, 
"Once a German, always a German," 
for they believe there are many people 
of German blood in flic United States 
who are loyal, although they have not 
manifested It by proper declaration 
and works. 


Ono 
tiling seems 
to be 
assured, 


however, that public sentiment in the 
United States is going to cause the 
enforcement of the rigid laws which 
have been enacted, and it will be well 
for the pro-Germans, whether Ameri- 
cans or foreigners, to guard carefully 
their utterances in regard to the Unit- 
ed Slates and the great war.

Delano, director of tho department o.C 
nursing nC the American Red Cross, 
sold : "The persistent bombing of Ked 
Cross hospitals just as our drive to en- 
roll military nurses begins, may be 
merely a coincidence.

Communication Addressed to Heads of 


Labor Organizations Assures 


Justice to All. 


Washington, .Tune 1.—Director Gen- 


eral Mc-Adoo addressed a communica- 
tion to the six heads of labor organi- 
zations having jurisdiction over the 
machinists, bollermakers and other 
branches of organizes labor employed 
In railroad shops, pointing out the 
meaning and possible consequences of 
strikes or walkouts of railroad em- 
ployees during the war. 


The communication reads: 
"The strike of certain shopmen, ma- 


chinists, etc., tn the railroad shops at 
Alexandria, Va., has created a very 
painful Impression on the public mind. 
I cannot believe that these men knew 
what they were doing. They are all 
employees now of the United States 
government. They are not employees 
of any railroad corporation; therefore 
this was a. strike against tlie govern- 
ment of the United States. 


"It is the first time in the history of 


our government that any of Its em- 
ployees 
have 
attempted 
a 
strike 


against their government. 
Such ac- 


tion is incredible. 
For the good of 


our beloved country, and for the hon- 
or of railroad men in the .sen-ice 
everywhere, I hope that there will be 
no repetition of what everyone must 
condemn ns unpatriotic in the highest 
degree. 


"The government cannot, of course, 


be coerced or intimidated by any of 
Its employees. It is anxious to do 
justice to all and will do justice to 
all as far as It is possible to measure 
justice. ' 


"Recognizing that there are prob- 


able inequalities in the recommenda- 
tions of the wage commission -which 
should be impartially considered and 
dealt with, I appointed in rny general 
order No. 27, dated May 25, a board 
of railroad wages and working condi- 
tions composed of three representa- 
tive labor men, whose duty it is to 
hear and pass upon nil petitions and 
complaints. 


"Every class of employees or parts 


of classes of employees who feel that 
they have just ground for complaint 
under the wage decision should sub- 
mit their cases promptly to this board 
and they will be given just and impar- 
tial consideration. 


"The 
American people have just 


been .called upon to pay largely In- 
creased ' freight and passenger rates 
for the purpose of paying in part the 
Increased wages, amounting to more 
than !j;300,000,000, awarded to railrofld 
employees."

into a tail spin, purposely or accidentally, without 
being able to manage it properly, is the cause of 
a large proportion of fatal accidents at the (ly- 
ing fields. 


The; same perverse, unconscious Influence of 


the mind over the muscles which forces 
the 


bicycle learner straight toward the object he is 
trying to avoid Is responsible for many of the 
fatal accidents clue to collisions. 
Even the most 


expert of flyers may be unable to avert a serious 
accident when he sees approaching him a plane 
driven by a cadet who is doing his level best to 
keep ills machine out oE the other's way. 
How 


serious and over present is this danger In flying 
fields IK proved by Capt. Vernon Castle's death. 


In flying there nre certain "blind angles" in 


which collisions are possible through no fault of 
the driver of either plane. The sections of spnce 
covered by tho wings of his ship are invisible to 
the pilot, nnd 
If such n section coincides with 


the space concealed from the eyes of another 
pilot approaching from below or at one side, a 
Biulden crash is likely to be the first that either 
knows of the other plane. 
This "blind angle" 


nmv bo tho cause of an occasional serious acci- 
dent, but aviators do not think that sucb collisions 
nre of frequent occurrence. 


Engine trouble causes many unimportant acci- 


dents" but. aviators say, should never offer any 
serious difficulty to a man who hns learned how 
to manage his plane, 1C ho is in a region where 
It is possible for him to come down safely. 
And 


for engine trouble there are as many possible nnd 
legitimate causes as there- are reasons for an 
automobile to balk. 


In a few cases n broken propeller has caused 


a pilot to make n forced landing, with injury to 
his plane, but, up to the present time, never with 
serious result to himself. The accompanying pic- 
ture shows what happened to a pilot when his 
propeller weakened, cracked and broke over the 
grounds of a high school in the environs of Hous- 
ton, Tore. 
He brought his ship down with some 


damage to it, but none to himself, and greatly to 
the delight of the inhabitants of the region. 


Various causes may result ia tho breaking of 


the propeller. 
Tt may have been Injured In some 


previous nose dive to the ground; or a bird may 
have got entangled in its blades. Cadets are for- 
bidden to chase birds because of ,the possibility 
of such a result and the sure smashing of the 
propeller. 
Nevertheless, they do it sometimes, 


when the Instinct of the chase, is strong in their 
blood. And it would be quite possible for a bird 
to fly against his propeller, to the undoing of both 
bird' nnd propeller, nnd the pilot to be ignorant 
of what had happened. 
i 


The men who by hard work nnd (steady prac- 


tice have earned tho right to tho title of "bird- 
men" believe that with both students nnd skilled 
aviators one cause o£ fatnl accidents is the fail- 
ure of the nervous system to respond immediately 
and accurately to the command of the 
brain. 


Anything which causes nervous fatigue may bring 
about 
that 
physical 
state—dissipation, 
nerve 


strain, physical weariness, lack of sleep. 
The 


flyer must be so alert, his grasp xipon every situ- 
ation which may confront him so Instant, nnd his 
action to meet and control It so-prompt thnt the 
frnction of n second In the movement of his hnnd 
upon the controls of his machine rnny mean the 
difference between life nnd death. 


And anything which slows by ever so little the 


action of tho brain In nn emergency, or the flash- 
ing oC Its commands nlong the nerves, or the in- 
stant obedience of the motor nerves may send 
him crashing to the earth. 
The cadets before 


they have become what they call "instinctive 
flyers" nre especially' liable to this clanger, al- 
though even those who nre skilled In the air are 
not free from its menace. 
Birdmen who are 


skilled in one, or another, or several forms of 
athletics sny thnt In nothing else have they felt 
so much the necessity of! tlite instnnt nnd com- 
plete response of the nerves to the demand upon 
them. 


The cadets' quickly discover, so' they say, that

One pilot fainted and the plane fell to the 


earth, but neither he nor the student with him 
w4 hurt except for a few scratches and cuts. 
H e s n i d that he did not know why he fainted. 
Ill th"t He knew was that he suddenly lost con- 
"sciousness, and did cot regain it until he was 
being hauled out of the wrecked airplane. 
He 


had never fainted before In his life. 


Neither had another young fellow, to whom 


everything suddenly became a blank ns his ma- 
chine was sailing away through the blue. It was 
still sailing along easily when presently he came 
to himself again with the feeling thnt something 
had happened to him. 
Looking down, he could 


see that he had covered n considerable distance 
since the moment when he had lost consciousness. 
He does not know why he fainted any more thaa 
he knows why he did not spin downward to prob- 
able death during those blank moments. 


A British surgeon attached to the relay nnvnl 


nir service, Dr. H. Graeme Anderson, who has had 
extensive experience at British flying stations, 
has recently written some interesting conclusions 
concerning these somewhat obscure causes of 
airplane accidents nt training schools. 


In the opinion of Doctor Anderson, based upon 


study and comparison of the statements made to 
him In such cases by a hundred student flyers, 
there is a brain fatigue not due to previous men- 
tal or physical strain that may yet cause serious 
Occidents. He thinks it is induced by the impact 
of overwhelming sensations upon the mind of 
the pupil after he is in the air. 
The flying pupil 


who is overcome by this form of fatigue, says 
Doctor Anderson, "reaches the stage where he 
has the power neither to reason, decide, nor net. 
A state of mental iiiertin supervenes. 
This Is due 


to repented stimuli received by his brain in rapid 
succession in his flight. He feels alone; a suc- 
cession of errors occurs in the nir; he feels he 
cnnnot manage to control the nirplnne ; fear does 
not seize him, but the enormity of 
the 
whole 


tiling appalls him ; he feels helpless, nnd n -tate 
of brain fatigue occurs In which he, in a stupor, 
awaits events and takes little part In the air- 
plane's control." 
I 


This form of brain fatigue, would seem to be 


largely a result of personal temperament. 
Doctor 


Anderson thinks it responsible for "a fair pro- 
portion of accidents" nmong students in the early 
stnges of ilylng, and he adds that student avia- 
tors who have suffered from it, If they escape 
injury, nre likely to give up flying. 


There nre many, many of the unimportant ac- 


cidents, of which nobody takes heed. 
But of 


fatal accidents, notwithstanding the concern over 
them manifest in some parts of the country, the 
percentage is no greater than should be expected, 
is less than in the flying schools of some other 
countries, and Is not higher than It is in almost 
any extrn-hnznrdous occupation. And when it is 
remembered that tills latter comparison brings 
together Qgures representing men in the training 
stage with those of skilled workers, it is evident 
both that flying is a safer game than it has the 
credit of being, and that It will be n good plan 
for the country to guard against hysterin over 
the fatalities that do occur.

Washington.—Already the officials of 


1 Washington claim there have been 
:good results from the recent legislation 
enacted which gives the government 
more power in.regard to seditious ut- 
terances and publications. 
It is as- 


serted there has boon a notable fall- 
ing off in the critical and carping com- 
ments in many papers, while those per- 
sons who were constantly fostering op- 
position to governmental wnr policies 
have begun greatly to modify their ut- 
terances. 
The officials here believe 


the mere fact that the power exists to 
punish will have a still greater effect 
as the full knowledge of what the gov- 
ernment can do reaches the pro-Ger- 
man sympathizers In America. 


It is also asserted by offlclnls .that 


the time is now opportune for nil per- 
sons of German parentage or birth to 
get on the right side nnd declare them- 
selves unequivocally for the United 
States and against Germany. The offi- 
cials here do not wunt to accept what 
is becoming a growing idea, Uiat is, 
"Once n German, always a German," 
for they believe there are many people 
of German blood in tlie United States 
who are loyal, although they have not 
manifested it by proper declaration 
nnd works. 


One thing seems to be assured, 


however, that public sentiment In the 
United Stntes is going to cnuse the 
enforcement of the rigid laws which 
have been enacted, and it will be well 
for the pro-Germans, whether Ameri- 
cans or foreigners, to guard carefully 
their utterances in regard to the Cuit- 
K-1 Suites and the great war.

Relates Her Experience in Making 


Delicious Dishes—Some- Recipes 


Are Given. 


I always hall with delight the first 


tender stalks of rhubarb that grow in 
my garden. They are the advance 
guard of so many good tilings In the 
way of fresh fruits arid vegetables 
that the spring and summer bring to 
US. 


Kven the buck yard or city garden 


can have Its clump of rhubarb. I find 
It one of the most useful plants In my 
garden. 
I'-y 
cutting out the 
bloom 


slalk before it matures and pulling the 
stalks often I have good rhubarb all 
Hummer. If neglected too long the leaf 
stalks become woody, but tlie young 
loaves In the center of tlie crown will 
be tender and usable all summer. The 
leaf, area should not be reduced too 
much by harvesting, as It will weaken 
the root and reduce the harvest the 
following year. Even.when fruits come 
I do not forget the rhubaro, and In pre- 
serving time it repays me for my care 
by saving me money. 


Making Preserves. 


Strawberries 
and raspberries are 


usually expensive to buy by the crate 
for preserving, but I make preserves, 
using from one-third to one-half by 
weight of rhubarb. Both raspberries 
and strawberries have a decided flavor, 
so that the rhubarb I.s not noticeable. 
I allow the rhubnrb to cook down 
until fairly concentrated before adding 
(he berries, The result Is a delicious 
jam or preserve. 


From time to time I cut the rhu- 


barb and, 1C it is not wanted for Im- 
mediate use, put up a few cans i'or 
winter. I have kept some very suc- 
cessfully 
by 
cutting 
Into 
half-inch 


pieces, packing In jars and filling to 
overflowing with cold water, then seat- 
Ing tho jars as usual. 


Later in the summer I make a fe« 


jars of rhubarb conserve, cooking the 
rhubarb with sugar u n t i l concentrated, 
then adding nuts and raisins. 


When rhubarb made Its appearance 


this spring 1 resolved to find a way to 
use it without using more than my 
share of sugar. I have found that by 
using corn sirup I can make rhubarb 
sauce siiccossfully.

Rhubarb Sauce. 


Wash'the rhubarb and cut In Imlf- 


incli pieces. Put three cupfuls of the 
cut rhubarb In a saucepan with two 
tublospoonl'uls of water and cook for 
five minutes, 
Add one and one-hall' 


cupftils of corn sirup and cook to- 
gether until (lie rhubarb .Is tender. 


If you desire a sweeter sauce, a 


tnbles'poonful or so of sugar will help. 


one of my favorite desserts is rhu- 


barb tapioca. 


Rhubarb Tapioca. 


Soak a half cupful of pearl tapioca 


In two cupfuls of water until soft. Put 
In double boiler and cook until clear, 
adding more water If necessary- Add 
a half teaspoonful of salt and stir In 
two cupfuls of rhubarb sauce. 
When 


cool add n teaspoonful of vanilla. 
Chill nnd servo with cream. 


Another favorite of mine Is rhubnrb 


scallop. I save nil left-over muffins or 
biscuits made from the wheat substi- 
tutes and grind them Into crumbs. 
These I use as a basis for scalloped 
dishes. 


Rhubarb Scallop. 


Wash tender rhubarb stalks and cut 


into pieces about nn Inch long.

You can't take just any menu 
and take the bread out nnd expect the 
family to like it. 
Bread has several 


functions In the meal, and fully de- 
serves the high opinion which we have 
of It. It Is one of our best foods i'or 
fuel, furnishing carbohydrate in the 
form of starch and also body-building 
protein and mineral substances. 
But 


If! the moai contains enough other food 
to furnish the starch and the protein 
needed why not save the bread? 


Try planning your meals so that 


these wheat-Having dishes tako tho 
place of the bread. 
Potatoes, sweet 


potatoes or dasheens—mashed, baked, 
boiled or ricotl—rice, oven-fried corn- 
meal mush, hominy grits, large hom- 
iny, 
baked beans, lima beans, split 


po'as—all are good served as vege- 
tables, with meat and gravy. It is not 
necessary to serve more than one of

.such as green cabbage, kale, turnip 
tops, onions, onion tops, dandelions 
and other greenst, asparagus, green 
peas, tomatoes, spinach, carrots and 
so on, choosing those which are in sea- 
son and abundant in yodr garden or 
your market. With a varied meal 
planned in the usual way, except that 
the servings of the starchy foods nnd 
tho vegetables are larger than usual 
.to make up for the bread, yon can 
have a breakfast, dinner or supper 
which may be pleasing to the taste nnd 
which will meet the body needs. 


There are other food combinations 


and dishes which you can take advan- 
tage of in planning the meals with 
brond.

variably an indication of t h r i f t , and 
Hie hanker knows that 
money

safely be loaned to the t h r i f t y farmer,

of course, to the selling value of farm 
property. 
Farms with buildings in 


good order invariably sell more read- 
ily and for a higher price than those 
whose appearance Indicates that the 
farm was an unprofitable venture. It 
Is common knowledge among real es- 
tate men that: well-painted farm build- 
ings bring an increased price out of 
all proportion to the cost of maintain- 
ing them in good condition and keep- 
Ing them well painted. 


Not 
only i.s good maintenance a 


sound business proposition that no 
farmer can afford to put. oft to a later 
time, but It is also especially desir- 
able at the present time, for the pres- 
ervation of building materials, is a 
means of further conserving our na- 
tional resources. 
There can certainly 


be no better way of aiding In the war

years, there Is every reason to believe 
tliat: they will mount still higher. As 
the war goes on, the available supplies 
will be steadily decreasing, and it is 
hardly possible that any but higher 
prices will result. On the other hand, 
should the war come to an end in tbe 
near future, it Is not likely that the 
general range of prices will show an 
appreciable decrease for many years.

A practical builder in explaining 


what he meant by good maintenance 
said the other day: 
"Repairs and 


painting when nccessr.ry." He placed, 
his emphasis on the hist two words. 
It is as impossible to make up at a 
later date for paint and repairs on 
buildings that have been neglected, 
as It is to take out insurance after 
buildings have burned to the ground. 
Painting, like Insurance, has for its 
object protection, and to be effective 
It mufit be done on time. 


Paint Is so ordinarily considered as 


a beautlfler that very often not enough 
thought is given to Its protective func- 
tions. Actually a building coated with 
sheets of India rubber would not be 
as well protected 
from decay as a 


structure that has been well painted, 
because tbe rubber Is not nearly so dur- 
able as an elastic film of properly pre- 
pared paint. 
A paint film one one- 


thousandth of an Inch In thickness, as 
long as it remains intact, will protect 
the surface to which it Is applied in- 
definitely from moisture and decay. 


Economy in Painting. 


True economy Is In keeping farm 


buildings well painted at all times. A 
paint film on a few square yards of 
surface costs but little, yet It will pro- 
tect 
and 
beautify 
several 
dollars' 


worth of surface for many years. To 
leave a surface unpainted for several 
years will "save" in paint by a few 
cents for every square yard of sur- 
face, but it will cost several dollars 
in structural materials wasted and 
beyond repair.

well protected, the surface Is In bet-

They are worth it, too. A high-priced 


cow is often the biggest: mouey-mnker 
for her owner, and, the best food pro- 
ducer for tho nation. 


Valuable dairy cows should be well 


housed. 
No animal can produce elll- 


ciently when stabled in an uncomfort- 
able or Insanitary way. A clean stall 
and clean manger, plenty of sunshine 
and fresh air, protection from the cold, 
and pure drinking water piped to the 
stall and within reach at all times, add 
anywhere from 30 to f>0 per cent to 
the yield from each cow over what it 
would be under the ordinary neglected 
conditions of stabling and feeding. 


Any cow that's worth keeping at nil, 


is worth talcing care- of and housing 
in the proper stable. 
Kor thorough- 


liredfi—prize stock—It: pays to go still 
further and give them quarters In line 
with their value.

Preferably, 
for summer, keep it outside tbe house 
and in the shade.

Problem for Poultry Keeper !s to Get 


Greatest Number of Eggs Possible 


—Unproductive Hens Should 


Be Sent t» Market. 


Now that the hatching season Is 


pretty well over, the problem 1'or the 
poultry keeper, particularly for the 
back-yard poultry keeper, Is to get the 
greatest number of eggs possible from 
the number of hens kept during the 
summer. 
Hens that are not good 


layers should be marketed. Unless the 
lions have already been carried through 
one summer, which Is perhaps not the 
best practice for the back-yard poultry 
keepers, there is necessarily some dilh- 
culty In determining which are 
the 


good summer layers. The fact that a 
hen has been a good spring layer does 
not prove that she will be a good 
summer layer. 
Of course, no hen 


should be sold while she continues to 
lay, but a hen that has become broody 
may, 
after a brief period, begin laying 


agiiin and continue through the sum- 
mer. The condition of the comb will 
Indicate some lime in advance whether 
the hen will begin laying again. 
If 


she shows no indication of preparing 
to lay, it would be wise to sell or oat 
her. The time of moulting is perhaps 
the safest Indication. Hens that moult 
early are not good summer layers, and 
It is good practice to sell all hens that 
begin moulting in Juue or early July. 


Summer House Problem. 


The problem of summer housing Is 


not much less n serious one than that 
of winter housing. 
The principal re- 


quirements arc fresh air, access to both 
shade and sunlight, dryness and room. 
The matter of air properly comes first, 
arid free circulation of air practically 
Insures dryness. Air and sunlight are 
nature's best disinfectauts and germi- 
cides. But hens arc very susceptible 
lo an excess of heat and It Is equally 
necessary that they have plenty of 
shade. 


The problem of a summer ration for 


the back-yard poultry keeper is much 
easier of solution than that of a win- 
ter ration. In most cases the neces- 
sary green feed can be supplied with- 
out' buying anything. Beet, carrot and 
turnip tops, waste leaves from cabbage 
and lettuce, onion tops, potato parings, 
watermelon and cantaloupe rinds, to- 
gether with the clippings of grass from 
the lawn, will supply in most cases 
all the green feed required by the 
back-yard flock. 


Dry Feed Requirement. 


Broad afid cake crumbs, particularly 


if you can Induce your neighbor who 
keeps no chickens to save hers for you, 
will go a long way toward supplying 
the dry-feed requirement. Meat scraps 
from the kitchen may be suliicient. to 
meet the requirements for animal food, 
particularly if Hie hens have even a. 
Httle range in which they can scratch 
for bugs and worms. Such scraps are 
best run through a meat grinder and 
mixed with three parts cornmeal and 
one part wheat bran. This should be 
fed at noon or later. If any grain is 
necessary, It should be fed in the 
morning and should be scattered in 
litter sufficient to make the hens work 
for it. Not more than a pint to ten 
hens should be fed In any case. Corn, 
either whole or cracked, and oats will 
be the most suitable grain feeds. 
If 


hens show a tendency to get too fat, 
the grain ration should be reduced, as 
excessively fat hens are never good 
layers. Some beef scrap should he fed 
If enough meat scraps from tables con 
not be procured to meet the require- 
ments of the hens. 


Hens should have constant access 


to grit or stones small enough to be 
swallowed and to crushed oyster or 
clam shells. 


A matter of first Importance Is that 


the water supply be always plentiful

found, they usually are not at all mar- 
ketable.

How to Candle Eggs. 


If you are going to put away somo 


summer-laid eggs for winter use-—as, 
of course, you are, R being both, a pa- 
triotic and a personal duty—you will 
need to exercise considerable care that 
only good oggs are put In tho water- 
glass or llmewater container. 
One 


bad egg Is likely to destroy several 
others. By consistently gathering tho 
oggs when they are fresh, most of tho 
danger of storing bad eggs is avoided, 
but since It Is necessary to hold tbo 
eggs until a sufficient number Is ac- 
cumulated to fill tho container, and 
since some oggs are Imperfect when 
they are laid, candling, where It can 
be done without too much trouble and 
delay might well be practiced. 
Tho 


United States department of agricul- 
ture has just Issued a bulletin on "How 
to Candle Eggs." The text Is brief 
and direct and Is Illustrated with col- 
ored plates showing tho way in which 
an egg should appear before the candle, 
together with the various ways It 
should not appear. The bulletin was 
wulttcn by Dr. M. E. Pennington, .chief 
of the food research laboratory, as- 
sisted by M. K. .Tonkins, bacteriologist-, 
nnd H. M. P. Betts, artist:.

An eggshell Is not quite the most 


fragile thing in tho world—workers In 
laboratories know of a few things 
more fragile—but It Is the most fragile 
thing with which the average Indi- 
vidual has to d<>al. 
To transport a 


hundred eggs a distance of 1,200 miles 
In a freight car and to have the shells 
of 90 of them perfectly intact at the 
end of the Journey Is something of an 
achievement. Yet the United States 
department of agriculture has done 
a little better than that In a series 
of tests covering a period 
of 
two 


ycnrs, In which the average haul was 
1,200 miles, the total damage, Includ- 
ing "checks," "donts" and "leakers," 
was less than 1 per cent. 


If shippers of eggs In carload or 


less than carload lots will study and 
apply the methods of the department 
of agriculture In packing and hauling 
eggs, a long step will bo taken toward 
conserving the food supply.

PREVENTJIRE LOSS 


Lightning 
has 
commenced 
its 


spring drive. 
.Lightning does not strike twice in 


the same spot, if there is anything 
left to strike after the flrst stroke. 
It comes ilike a iiash, unannounced 


and 
unexpected. 
IsTo 
one 
knows 


\vhere it will strike, how much prop- 
erty it will destroy, or how many lives 
it will! snufC out. 
The'annual property loss ot this 


country, due to lightning, is about 
$8 000,000. 
About I,t500 •persons 


are struclc by lightning each year, 
one-third killed outright, the others 
injured or marked for life. 


Fully three-fourths of this .loss 


falls on the rural districts. 
Farm barns and residences, chur- 


ches, schools, elerators and wire fen- 
ces are favorite marks. 
The train traveling on steel rails,

from the lightning stroke.

or double galvanized iron are such 
conductors. 
Experience shows that a lightning 


rod system, properly installed, and 
grounded to permanent moisture and 
kept in repair makes a building im- 
mune from lightning damage.

lightning rods of all kinds of instal- 
lations and in all sorts of conditions 
re:luce the lightning- fire hazard 
on 


farm barns 35 to 09 per cent, and on 
farm residences 85 to 90 per cent.

ning, a close investigation usually 
shows an improper installation, very

TO THE FARMER 


The farmer's big job just now, as 


most of them already know is culti- 
vating corn. 
Wisconsin farmers, ac- 


cording to R. A. Moore, have 
got 


cultivation down to a science, and 
do a thorough 
job of 
killing 
the 


weeds, not just covering 
them 
up 


smothering theim for a while. 


This is the way Mr. Moore sums 


up the fine 'art of cultivating: "After 
planting, run the fine-toothed har- 
row over the ground before the corn 
r/ant 'Jias appeared above the sur- 
face. 
Wherever possible all weeds 


should be removed before the corn 
sprouts. 
After the plant 
appears 


above the ground the small shoveled 
cultivator can be used to advantage. 
The first cultivation should 
be 
as 


deep as two or four inches while lat- 


• cultivations should be shallower. 
"The 1-ccison for shallower cultiva- 


tions is to avoid tearing 
the 
roots 


that spread1 across the 
rows. 
The 


roots of the corn grow as fast as the 
plant does 
above 
ground. 
When 


the corn is 18 inches high the roots 
meet between the rows,

Card for Your Kitchen. 


Tho States Relations service of tho 


United States department of agricul- 
ture has recently Issued "A Guide In 
Baking." 
The whole thing is printed 


on a card, ten by five and a half 
indies, suitable to hang on the kitchen 
wall. On It nre the measurements of 
/lour. The weights and measures wore 
tested in the ofHco of. Home Economics. 
The table, adhered to, will enable the 
housewife to make good griddle cakos, 
imifllns, cakos, cookies, drop biscuits 
and nut or raisin bread without using 
any wheat flour. 


Whatever recipes she has used suc- 


cessfully with wheat flour, she may 
continue to use successfully with .sub- 
stitutes for wheat flour. For Instance, 
the table shows ths.t, If one cup of 
wheat flour was used in a certain 
recipe and it Is desired to substitute 
barley flour, one and three-eighths 
cups will be necessary, while all the 
other ingredients remain as in the old 
recipe.. A number of good combina- 
tions are worked out. By mixing two 
of the substitutes as indicated, the 
housewife will get better results than 
If she' used one substitute. 
At the 


bottom of the card are half a dozen 
"cautions," aids In baking with sub- 
stitute flours that have been carefully 
worked out by experts. A copy of tho 
card may be had from the States Re- 
lations service, Department of agricul- 
ture, Washington, D, C. 


Planning the Kitchen. 


In planning a new home or remod- 


eling an old one It should always be 
borne in mind that the. placing of the 
stove, sink and work table in such 
a wny as to secure the advantages of 
a compact workshop will save the 
housekeeper many steps in the tusks 
of the kitchen. Time and energy will 
also be saved if the' shelves,. cup- 
boards and drawers are located near 
the place where the supplies or equip- 
ment which they are to contain are 
to be used, nnd they will be even more 
convenient If they are so planned that 
their contents may be easily and 
quickly removed or replaced. 
In se- 


lecting the equipment only that which 
Is most convenient and durable should 
be purchased. As In any well-regu- 
lated workshop, all the equipment nec- 
essary for the convenience of the 
worker should be supplied, but that 
equipment shonld be Installed first of 
ill which will be used .most often.

in Keeping Parasites Away— 


Treat Hens Individually. 


The back-yard poultry keeper In 


common with others must bear in mind 
the fact that chickens will not give 
adequate returns in eggs or growth If 
they nre permitted to be Infested with 
lice nnd mites. Probability of such In- 
festation Is largely eliminated by pro- 
viding in the poultry house adequate 
air space, lighting, ventilation, nnd 
frequent cleaning. These things, how- 
ever, cannot be wholly rolled upon to 
prevent cither lice or mltos. 


A rondlly available dust; bath, more 


thnn any oilier single thing, perhaps, 
enables the chickens themselves to get 
rid of lice and mites. If sudi n place 
Is not available In (ho yard, n box largo 
cnougli for hens to get Into should 
be provided In the house nnd n quan- 
tity of dust, such as ordinary road 
dust or fine dirt, placed 
In It 
to 


allow the hens a place to dust them- 
selves. 


Use Sodium Fiuorld. 


To rid (be hens of lice, each one 


can be treated by placing small pinches 
of sodium fluorld, a material which 
can be obtained nt most large drug 
stores, among the feathers next to tho 
skin—one pinch on the bond, ono on 
the neck, two on the back, one on the 
breast, one below tho vent, one at 
(he base of the tall, one nt either (high, 
nnd one scnttered on (he underside of 
each wing when spread. 
Another 


method Is to use a small quantity of 
blue ointment, a piece about-its large 
ns a pen on (ho skin one Inch below 
tho vent. 
If mercurial ointment Is 


used Instead of blue ointment, It 
should be diluted with nn equal quan- 
tity of vaseline. Any of these meth- 
ods will be found very effective In 
ridding the hens of lice nnd should bo 
employed whenever the lice become 
troublesome. 
Two or three, applica- 


tions a year usually prove sufficient. 


Mites Most Harmful. 


Mites nre moro troublesome 
nnd 


more harmful than lice. Thoy do not 
live upon tTio birds like the lice, but 
during the day hide tn the cracks nnd 
crevices of the r<v>sts nnd walls of 
the house, nnd nt night they come out 
and got upon the fowls. They suck the 
ben's blood', nnd If allowed to become 
plentiful—as (hey certainly will 1£ not 
destroyed—will seriously nffect her 
health and consequently her ability 
to lay eggs. Thoy mny be eradicated 
by a few thorough applications of kero- 
sene or some of the coal-tar products 
which nre t

The plan Is to have, as 
nearly as possible, every farmer and 
poultry keeper in the United States 
preserve, for home use only, ono case 
—30 dozen—of eggs, and to sell one 
case to a nearby consumer to'preserve. 
This plnn, when put In operation, the 
department believes, will produce three 
beneficial results.

Relates Her Experience in Making 


Delicious Dishes—Some Recipes 


Are Given. 


I always hail with delight the first 


tender stalks of rhubarb that grow in 
my garden. They are the advance 
guard of so many good things in the 
way of fresh fruits and vegetables 
thai: the spring and summer bring ro 
us.Even the back yard or city garden 
can have its clump of rhubarb. I find 
it one of the most useful plants in my 
gin-den. 
By cutting out the bloom 


stalk before it matures and pulling the 
stalks often I have good rhubarb all 
summer. If neglected too long the leaf 
stalks become woody, but the young 
loaves in the center of the crown will 
bo tender and usable all summer. The 
leaf area should not be reduced too 
much by harvesting, as it will, weaken 
the root and reduce the harvest the 
following year. Even.when fruits come 
I do not forget the rhubaro, and in pre- 
serving time it repays me for my care 
by saving me money. 


Making Preserves. . 


Strawberries and raspberries are 


usually expensive to buy by the crate 
for preserving, but I make preserves, 
using from one-third no one-half by 
weight' of rhubarb. Both raspberries 
and strawberries have a decided flavor, 
so that the rhubarb is not noticeable. 
I allow the . rhulmrb to cook down 
until fairly concentrated before adding 
the berries. The result is a delicious 
jam or preserve. 
From.time to time. I cut the rhu- 


barb and, if it is not wanted for im- 
mediate use, put up a few cans for 
winter. I have kept some very suc- 
cessfully 
by cutting into half-inch 


pieces, packing In jars and filling to 
overflowing with cold water, then seal- 
ing the jars as usual. 
Later in the summer I make a few 


jars of, rhubarb conserve, cooking the 
rhubarb with sugar until concentrated, 
then adding nuts and raisins. 


When rhubarb made its appearance 


this spring I resolved to find a way to 
use it without using more than my 
share of sugar. I have found that by 
using corn sirup I can make rhubarb 
sauce successfully. 


Rhubarb Sauce. 


Wash'the rhubarb and cut in half- 


inch pieces. Put three cupfuls of the 
cut rhubarb in a saucepan with two 
tablespoonfnls of water and cook for 
five minutes. 
Add one and one-half 


cupfuls of corn sirup and cook to- 
gether until the rhubarb Is tender. 


If you desire a sweeter sauce, a 


tablespoonful or so of sugar will help. 


One of my favorite desserts is rhu- 


barb tapioca. 
,

Rhubarb Tapioca. 


Soak a half cupful of pearl tapioca 


in two cupfuls of water until-soft. Put 
in double boiler and cook until clear, 
adding more water if necessary. Add 
a half teaspoonCul of salt aud stir in 
two cupfuls of rhubarb sauce. When 
cool add a teuspoonful of vanilla. 
Chill and serve with cream. 


Another favorite of mine is rhubarb 


scallop. I save all left-over muffins or 
biscuits made from the wheat substi- 
tutes and grind 'them into crumbs. 
These I use as a basis for scalloped 
dishes. 
Rhubarb Scallop. 


Wash tender rhubarb stalks and cut 


Into pieces about an inch long. 
For 


each cupful of crumbs use a cupful 
and a half of the cut rhubarb. If the 
crumbs are very dry, moisten slightly

This year, many farmers and suburb- 


anites who have hitherto gone about 
tlieir spring repairs as a matter of 
course, will perhaps delay before set- 
ting Uiem under way to ask "Will it 
pay?" The unprecedented scarcity of 
labor and the unusually high prices 
of nearly all kinds'of building mate- 
rials will, no doubt, suggest to many 
the advisability of postponing the 
usual improvements to a later time. 
As a matter of fact nothing could be 
more shortsighted and contrary to 
every principle of sound management 
am] economy. 


While building materials of many 


kinds are, undoubtedly, 
higher 
in 


price than they have been In many 


ter condition for repainting, less paint 
is required and the appearance of the 
property is always at its best. 
The 


cost represents 
the lowest possible 


rate of insurance. 


Nothing shows more clearly t!;e 


value of good painting and 
renal.»e 


than the attitude of bunkers in in lift- 
ing loans ou farm property. A cur*- 
fui inquiry of leading bankers shows 
that a farmer can borrow all the way 
from five to fifty per cent more when 
his buildings are well painted and in 
good condition than when they appear 
neglected. 


The average Increased loan value 


under such conditions Is considerable. 
Bankers take this attitude not only 
because well-painted buildings are well 
preserved and better security but lie- 
cause where houses, barns, fences and 
tools are well taken rare of the as- 
sumption is that the farm Is a profit- 
able proposition and the farmer a 
good client. A well-kept farm is In- 
variably an indication of thrift, and 
the banker knows that 
nnmey can 


safely be loaned to the thrifty farmer. 


The same line of reasoning applies, 


of course, to tlio selling value of farm 
property. 
Farms with buildings in 


good order Invariably sell more read- 
ily and for a higher price than those 
whose appearance indicates that the 
farm was an unprofitable venture. It 
Is common knowledge among real es- 
tate men that well-painted farm build- 
ings bring an increased price out of 
all proportion to the cost of maintain- 
ing them in good condition and keep- 
Ing them well painted. 


Not only is good maintenance a 


sound business proposition that no 
farmer cat) afford to put off to a later 
time, but it Is also especially desir- 
able at the present time, for the pres- 
ervation of building materials, is a 
means of further conserving our na- 
tional resources.

Breadless- Meals Save Wheat 


How are you saving wheat? One 


ivay Is to serve breadless meals now 
and then. Have you ever tried them? 


Breadless 
meals 
need 
planning 


ahead. You can't take just any menu 
and take the bread out and expect the 
family to like it. Bread has several' 
functions in the meal, and fully de- 
serves the high opinion which we have 
of it. It is one of our best foods for 
fuel, furnishing -carbohydrate in the 
form of starch and also body-building 
protein and mineral substances. 
But 


if the meal contains enough other food 
to furnish the starch and the protein 
needed why not save the bread? 


Try planning your meals so that 


these wheat-saving dishes take the 
place of the bread. 
Potatoes, sweet 


potatoes or dasheeus—mashed, baked, 
boiled or Heed—rice, oven-fried corn- 
meal mush, hominy grits, large hom- 
iny, baked beans, lima beans, split 
peas—all are good served as vege- 
tables, with meat and gravy. It Is not 
necessary to serve more than one of 
these starchy foods at a meal, but 
serving two of them, for instance, 
well-browned, crusty 
croquettes 
or 


fried mush (and these can be cooked 
in the oven instead of in the fat. ket- 
tle) in addition to potatoes or sweet 
potatoes, makes the meal more tasty 
for many of us aud is an easy way of 
securing variety. 
Aside from 
the 


question of economy and convenience 
the important thing in sucli a case is 
not the number of- cereal foods served, 
but the character of the meal as a 
whole, which must be truly varied^nnd 
not made up almost entirely of any 
single type of food. We must have 
other kinds of food' in our die': "in 
abundance as well as starchy foodii. 


Therefore, in planning your brpad- 


less meals make.sure that you serve 
an 
abundance of fresh . vegetables, 


such as green cabbage, kale, turnip 
tops, onious, ouion tops, dandelions 
and other greens, asparagus, green 
peas, tomatoes, spinach, carrots .and 
so on, choosing those which are in sea- 
sou and abundant in your garden or 
your market. With, a varied meal 
planned in the usual way, except that 
the servings of the starchy foods and 
the vegetables are larger than usual 
to make up for the bread, you can 
have a 'breakfast, dinner or supper 
which may be pleasing to the taste and 
which will meet the .body needs. 


There are other food combinations 


and dishes which you can take advan- 
tage of in planning the meals with 
bread. For instance, you may prefer 
to replace part of your usual allow- 
ance of bread with a wheat-saving 
dessert. These desserts furnish much 
the same food materials as bread, but 
in a different form: 
KIce pudding, 


hominy pudding, Indian pudding, tapi- 
oca cream or fruit tapioca, cornstarch 
pudding, baked bananas (use bananas 
which are underripe, because they are 
richer in starch than the ripe ones), 
or gingerbread made from the wheat 
substitutes. 


A delicious and novel salad is made 


of lettuce, cream cheese and prunes.

years, there is every reason to believe 
that they will mount still higher. As 
the war goes on, the available supplies 
will be steadily decreasing, and it is 
hardly possible that any but higher 
prices will result. On the other hand, 
should the war come to an end in the 
near future, it is not likely that the 
general range of prices will show an 
appreciable decrease for many years. 
The war undoubtedly will be followed, 
in this country, by an unprecedented 
period of building, which, in conjunc- 
tion with the enormous reconstruction 
necessary in Europe, will for a long 
time prevent a return to normal prices. 


Insurance Against Deterioration. 
But whatever the effect of the war 


on prices, money spent now on prop- 
erty maintenance cannot well be bet- 
ter spent. The fact thitf building ma- 
terials are higher in price than ever 
before means that property 
invest- 


ment is just that much more valu- 
able. 
It is always cheaper to keep 


property in good condition than to re- 
pluce it. It is even more so at the 
.present time. 
Good upkeep now is 


insurance against having to make re- 
placements at n time when they will 
be almost prohibitive in cost. 


A practical builder in explaining 


what he meant by good maintenance 
said the other day: 
"Repairs and 


painting when necessr.ry." He placed 
his emphasis on the last two words. 
It is as impossible to make up at a 
later date for paint and repairs on 
buildings that have been neglected, 
as it is to take out insurance after 
buildings have burned to the ground. 
Painting, like insurance, has for Its 
object protection, and to be effective 
it must be done on time. 


Paint, is so ordinarily considered as 


a beautifier that very often not enough 
thought Is given to Its protective func- 
tions. Actually a building coated with 
sheets of India rubber would not be 
as well protected from decay as a 
structure that has been well painted, 
because the rubber is not nearly so dur- 
able as an elastic film of properly pre- 
pared paint. 
A paint film one one- 


thousandth of an inch in thickness, as 
long as it remains intact, will protect 
the surface to which it is applied In- 
definitely from moisture and decay. 


Economy in Painting. 


True economy is in keeping farm 


buildings well painted at all times. A 
paint film on a few square yards of 
surface costs but little, yet It will pro- 
tect and 
beautify 
several dollars' 


worth of surface for many years. To 
leave a surface unpainted for several 
years will "save" in paint by. a few 
cents for every square yard of sur- 
face, but it will cost several dollars 
in structural materials wasted and 
beyond repair. 
When buildings are 


painted frequently, they are always 
well protected, the surface is in bet-

Barn for Valuable Cows. 


A good example of a well-built and 


weli-cared-for farm building Is shown 
in the accompanying design. 
It Is a 


barn for valuable dairy cows. 


Dairy cattle, like everything else, 


have gone way up in price. It doesn't 
take much of a cow today to sell at 
.?100, and plenty of thoroughbreds are 
bringing ten times that amount. 


They are wortli it, too. A high-priced 


cow i.s often the biggest money-maker 
for her owner, and, the best food pro- 
ducer for the nation. 


Valuable dairy cows should be well 


housed. 
Ko animal can produce effi- 


ciently when stabled In an uncomfort- 
able or Insanitary way. A clean stall 
and clean manger, plenty of sunshine 
and fresh uir, protection from the cold, 
and pure drinking water piped to the 
stall and within reach at all times, add 
anywhere from 10 to 50 per cent to 
the yield from each cow over what It 
would be under the ordinary neglected 
conditions of stabling and feeding. 


Any cow that's worth keeping nt all, 


Is worth taking care of and housing 
in the proper stable. 
For thorough- 


breds—prize stock—it pays to go still 
further and give them quarters in line 
with their value. 


Such a barn is illustrated here. The 


driveway across the barn is special. 
Some would dispense with this, there- 
by gaining stall room for six more 
cows! As It Is, the layout is generous 
in size.

PRODUCING EGGS IN SUMMER 


How Shade Can Be Provided for Summer Layers In the Absence of Back- 


Yard Trees. 


SELL ALL EARLY 
MOULNNGJOWLS 


Requisites for Layers Are Shade, 


Clean Water, Fresh Air and 


Proper Food. 


UTILIZE 
CULL VEGETABLES 


Problem for Poultry Keeper ts to Get 


Greatest Number of Eggs Possible 


—Unproductive Hens Should 


Be Sent t» Market. 


Now that the hatching season Is 


pretty well over, the problem for the 
poultry keeper, particularly for tho 
back-yard poultry keeper, is to get the 
greatest number of eggs possible from 
the number of hens kept during the 
summer. Hens that are not good 
layers should be marketed. Unless the 
he'ns have already been carried through 
one summer, which Is perhaps not the 
best practice for the back-yard poultry 
keepers, there Is necessarily some (11H1- 
culty In determining which are the 
good summer layers. The fact that a 
hen hus been a good spring layer does 
not prove that she will be a good 
summer layer. 
Of course, no hen 


should be sold while she continues to 
lay, but a hen that has become broody 
may, after a brief period, begin laying 
again and continue through the sum- 
mer. The condition of the comb will 
indicate some time in advance whether 
the hen will begin laying again. 
If 


she shows no indication of preparing 
to lay, it would be wise to sell or cat 
her. The time of moulting is perhaps 
the safest Indication. Hens that moult 
early are not good summer layers, and 
It is good practice to sell all hens that 
begin moulting in June or early July. 


Summer House Problem. 


The problem of summer housing Is 


not much less a serious one than that 
of winter housing. The principal re- 
quirements are fresh air, access to both 
shade and sunlight, dryness and room. 
The matter of air properly comes first, 
and free circulation of air practically 
Insures dryness. Air and sunlight are 
nature's best disinfectants and germi- 
cides. But hens are very susceptible 
to an excess of heat and It Is equally 
necessary that they have plenty of 
shade. 
The problem of a summer ration for 


the back-yard poultry keeper is much 
easier of solution than that of a win- 
ter ration. In most cases tho neces- 
sary green feed can be supplied with- 
out buying anything. Beet, carrot and 
turnip tops, waste leaves from cabbage 
and lettuce, onion tops, potato parings, 
watermelon and cantaloupe rinds, to- 
gether with the clippings of grass from 
the lawn, will supply In most cases 
all the green feed required by the 
back-yard j 
flock. 


Dry Feed Requirement. 


Bread afid cake crumbs, particularly 


if you can induce your neighbor who 
keeps no chickens to save hers for you, 
will go a long way toward supplying 
the dry-feed requirement. Meat scraps 
from the kitchen may be sullicient to 
meet the requirements for animal food, 
particularly If the hens have even a 
little range In which they can peralch 
for bugs and worms. Such scraps are 
best run through a moat grinder and 
mixed with three parts cornnn-al nnd 
one part wheat bran. This should be 
fed at noon or later. If any grain Is 
necessary, it should be fed In the 
morning and should be scattered In 
litter sufficient to make the hens work 
for It. Not more than a pint to ten 
tiens should be fed in any case. Corn, 
either whole or cracked, and oats will 
be the most suitable grain feeds. If 
hens show a tendency to get too fat, 
the grain ration should be reduced, as 
excessively fat hens are never good 
layers.' Some beef scrap should be fed 
If enough meat scraps from tables can 
not be procured to meet the require- 
ments of the hens. 
Hens should have constant access 


to grit or stones small enough to be 
swallowed and to crushed oyster or 
clam shells. 
A matter of first Importance la that 


the water supply be always plentiful 


One source of loss of eggs Is the 


stolen nest. Even If the eggs are 
found, they usually are not at all mar- 
ketable.

ico, and his crude apparatus at once demon- 
strated Its worth. 


When the Civil war began he was ordered East

In an attack the signal men go over tho top with 


tho Infantry, generally with the second wave, in 
charge of tho observing olllcor. They make for a 
point where (hoy can establish an observation 
post, and as they pass on find through the enemy's 
barrage they unroll their line and one of them car- 
ries a field telephone, through which they somehow 
manage In the din of buttle to make themselves 
hoard.

"Th* 
chateau wa.s tho center of a perfect; boll of Ger- 
man shrnpno! for nearly a wo.ok, u n t i l it became 
almost, untenable and was abandoned by the head- 
quarters stuff. 


"The general gave Instructions that a telegraph- 


ist was to remain behind to transmit Important 
'messages from tho brigades, and I was loft In 
charge of the Instruments In this shell-swept 
chateau for « day and a night. 


"On the second day the Germans broke through 


our trenches and the wires wore cut by the shell 
tire. I was given orders to evacuate the building 
and smash up my instrumonts. Thoso I saved by 
burying In a shollproof trench, and then I had to 
escape between our own fire and that of the 
enemy's across a field under a terrible tormulo of 
shrapnel. 


"On tho early morning of the same day one of 


our cable detachments was cut up and another 
captured by the Germans, only to be retaken by 
our slippers and drivers after a desperate and 
glorious fight." 


The linemen also have regular patrols, stretches 


of line which have to bo constantly examined not 
only for breaks but also to make sure that they 
have not been tapped by enemy spies in such a 
way that every bit. of Information sent over them 
finds Us way to tho Germans. In tho Aisne onco, 
where the h'lll country offered good cover to spies, 
tho wires wore constantly being tapped. 


Ono day a lineman passing along the road no- 


ticed a lot of cable lying at out- side. He started 
to coll It up and found that a piece of wire had 
boon tied to the main lino.-When be traced It he 
found that it ran to a haystack. 
Ho wont on, 


tapped tho line and sent In word to headquarters 
and an armed escort found a spy hidden In the hay 
with several days' supply of food. 


They are autocrats in their way; these wire re-

Good taste, as well as reason, sug- 


gests thnt for the smaller rooms so 
common In our modern building, plain, 
light-tinted walls nre best. The Inrgc- 
figured wall papers uro wrong for such 
r\ house. 
A room with low celling 


should have the wall color to the cor- 
ner.. Kooms with high ceilings may 
have tho "drop colling." 


Tho effect: of any room depends as 


much upon the reflected light as upon 


Chat which comes directly through the 
windows. 
It is Important, therefore, 


that the' colling^be light and of a col- 
or to reflect rather than to absorb 
light. 


In determining colors in our modern 


houses, the various parts of which are 
so generally thrown, together by the 
use of large openings, harmony or 
even uniformity of color Is particular- 
ly important. Not only must, the color 
of the Individual room be good, but It 
must be In harmony with the hall and 
other rooms Into which It opens. It Is 
necessary, ..then, to plan a color scheme 
for the whole house In which violent 
contrasts will be avoided and restful 
harmonies encouraged. 
It Is possible 


under most building conditions to have 
complete harmony for the house, to- 
gether with .variety In the rooms.. The 
house builder should use a dominant 
color, and then modify this by giving 
different tones to the. different rooms. 


Finish cf Woodwork 'Important. 


Naturally, floors and woodwork have 


much to do with the final effects. As 
a rule, the floors on a single story 
should be continuous In color and .fin- 
ish. For the woodwork, a large vari- 
ety of effects Is possible in these days 
of attractive stains. The danger Is that 
this will be overdone. On the other 
hand, the tendency toward simple fin- 
ish with white enamel Is to be en- 
couraged. It can be used with almost 
any color scheme, and Is particularly 
appropriate for the simple style of 
architecture In vogue In many homes.

This is the slgniticiint dec- 
laration made by General Foch, com- 
mander lu chief of the allies, in un 
article contributed by him to tho week- 
ly journal, tho Field, in which be dis- 
cusses tho problem of the soldier and 
the way Lo victory. 


"Modern warfare, to arrive at its 


end und tii Impose its will on tin: en- 
emy," 
(.ienerul Foch says, "recognizes 


only one means—destruction of the 
enemy's organized forces. 


"War undertakes und prepares this 


deslnu'lion by battle, which brings 
about the overthrow of the adversary, 
ilisnrpini7.es his command, destroys his 
discipline, and nullities his units us 
fur us their lighting power Is con- 
cerned. 


No Victory in Defense. 


"Our 
lirst axiom must be that to 


achieve its object u battle must not be 
purely UulVnslvo. A purely defensive 
battle, even well conducted, does not 
result in u victor and 11 vanquished. 
It 


Is simply a game that must bo begun 
over again. 
"From this it is un obvious corollary 


that un offensive, whether started at 
the beginning of uu action or whether 
it follows the defensive, can only give 
results, und, in consequence, must ul- 
wuys be udopted ut the finish. 


"To maintain our position ' is not 


synonymous with being victorious and 
even prepares for u defeat. 
If wo re- 


main wli.-re we arc and do not puss to 
tho offensive to fix the direction of at- 
tack, to guard against the plans of the 
enemy, und prevent him from carrying 
out Hie sumo maneuver, wo must nn- 
•dertuke to carry on and sustain numer- 
ous cxjiub.'its, each with determined 
aim. 


All Depends on Reserve. 


"But since there remains no doubt 


that decisive attack Is the very key- 
stone of u buttle, all other actions 
which muke up u buttle must bo on- 
vlsugod, considered, organized, pro- 
vided with forces in the measure iu 
which they will prepare, facilitate, ami 
guarantee development of a decisive 
attack characterized by its mass, its 
surprise, Its speed, and for which, In 
consequence, It Is essential tliut there 
shall be the maximum reserve force 
possible of troops of maneuver. 


"The reserve—that is to say, the 


prepared bludgeon—is organized and 
kept carefully instructed to execute 
the single act of battle from which re- 
sults are expected—namely, the de- 
cisive uttuclc. 


Surprise, Mass and Speed. 


"Reserves must be husbanded with 


the most extreme parsimony so that 
the bludgeon may be strong enough to 
make the blow us violent as possible. 
JLut loose ut the finish, without any 
lurking idea of saving them, with a 
well thought out plan for winning tin- 
battle at 
11 point chosen and deter- 


mined, reserves are thrown in ail to- 
gether in an action .surpassing In vio- 
lence and energy all other phases of 
buttle, un action with proper charac- 
teristics—Surprise, muss, and speed. 
All our forces really participate, either 
by preparing it or by carrying It out. 


"In this, our supreme aim, we must 


not be deceived by upjvcurnnces. Al- 
though theory fails when applied by 
feeble hands and when accessories ob- 
scure the main principle,-history nnd 
reason show us that in battle there is 
u single argument which is worth while 
—namely, decisive attack, which Is 
alone capable of assuring the desired 
result—the overthrow of the. adver- 
sary."

The back-yard pnullry Icenp^r In 


common with others musl bear in mind 
Iho fuel that chickens will not give 
adequate returns In eggs or growth If 
they are permitted to be Infested with 
llco mid miles. Probability of such In- 
festation Is largely eliminated by pro- 
viding in the poultry houso adequate 
air space, lighting, ventilation, and 
frequent cleaning. These, things, bow- 
ever, cannot be wholly relied upon to 
prevent either lice or mites. 


A readily available dust, bath, more 


than any other single tiling, perhaps, 
enables tho chickens themselves to get 
rid of lieu nnd miles. If such n place 
Is not available In the yard, n box large 
enough for hem to get Into should 
be provided In the house ami a quan- 
tity of dust, such us ordinary road 
dust or fine dirt, placed 
In It 
to 


allow the hens a place to dust them- 
selves. 


Use Sodium Fluorld. 


To rid the hens of lice, each ono 


can be treated by placing small pinches 
o£ sodium lluorld, a material which 
can be obtained nt most large drug 
stores, among (ha feathers next to tho 
skin—one pinch on the head, 0119 on 
tho nock, two on the back, ono on the 
breast, ono below the vent, ono at 
llio base of tho tall, one. at either thigh, 
and ono scattered on Iho underside of 
each wing when spread. 
Another 


method Is to use n small quantity of 
blue ointment, a piece about'ms large 
ns n pea ou Iho skin one inch below 
tho vent. 
If mercurial ointment is 


used Instead of blue ointment, It 
hhould be diluted with an equal quan- 
tity of vaseline. Any of these meth- 
ods will be found very effective In 
ridding tlio hens of lice and should bo 
employed whenever tho llco become 
troublesome.

Mites Most Harmful. 


Mites arn more troublesome nnd 


moro harmful limn lice. They do not 
live upon tTio birds llko Ihe lice, but ' 
during the dny hide tn tho cracks and 
crevices of the roosts and walls of 
the house, and at night they cnmo out 
nnd get upon tho fowls. They mid: 1ho 
lien's blood, nnd If allowed to become 
plentiful—us they certainly will 1C not 
destroyed—will seriously affect her 
health and consefjuenlly her ability 
to luy eggs.

the young and bodily well-being for 
everyone through life.

Eat the'green leaf vegetables, let- 


tuce, cabbage, cauliflower, Swiss chard, 
collards, Brussels sprouts, celery and 
onions. 
They are especially rich in 


these growth-promoting food constitu- 
ents.

Card for Your Kitchen. 


The States Relations service of the 


United States department of agricul- 
ture has recently issued "A Guide in 
Baking." 
The whole thing is printed 


on a card, ten by five and a half 
inches, suitable to hang on the kitchen 
wall. On it are the measurements of 
flour. The weights and measures were 
tested in the office of Home Economics. 
The table, adhered to, will enable the 
housewife to make good griddle cakes, 
muffins, cakes, cookies, drop biscuits 
and nut or raisin bread without using 
any wheat flour. 


Whatever recipes she has used suc- 


cessfully with wheat flour, she may 
continue to use successfully with .sub- 
stitutes for wheat flour. For instance, 
the table shows that, if one cup of 
wheat flour was used in a certain 
recipe and it is desired to substitute 
barley flour, one. and three-eighths 
cups will be necessary, while, all the 
other ingredients remain as in the old 
recipe.. A number of good combina- 
tions are .worked out. By mixing two 
of, the substitutes as indicated, the 
housewife will get better results tha:i 
if she'' used one substitute. At til 5 
bottom of the card are half a doze:i 
"cautions," aids in baking with sub- 
stitute flours that have been carefully 
worked out by experts.

hoards. Out of approximately 2,000.- 
000 men iii class 1 this may not seem so 
large a number. At the same time 
the desire of 25,000 young men to es- 
cape military service was rather dis- 
couraging to the war officials, particu- 
larly since upon examination many 
of the claims for exemption appeared 
to be frivolous or equivocal. 


Army officers administering the law 


and dealing with applications for ex- 
emption, especially when they we're 
backed by senators and representa- 
tives in congress, found considerable 
diiHculty in adjusting the various sit- 
uations in view of the fact that here 
in Washington many thousands of 
clerks claimed exemption as employ- 
ees of the government, while n large 
number Oi other young men within the 
draft age were seeking and securing 
commissions in the various noncom- 
batnnt staff corps nnd were very nu- 
merous in their uniforms on the streets 
of Washington and in the departments.

It 
was the first bill to be called a war- 
revenue measure, and was given that 
name because the war in Europe was 
alleged to have been the main cause 
of the falling off of treasury receipts. 
Politicians in congress argued against 
passing any such bill before the elec- 
tions, but President Wilson Insisted 
that It was necessary nnd therefore 
the people would not be dissatisfied; 
and it may olso be'recalled that the 
Democrats won the elections In 1914. 
. The personal reasons for avoiding 
revenue legislation are greater than 
the political- reasons.

congress do not want to stay in Wash-

obliged to. Their salaries and the sal- 
aries of'their employees go along just 
the same whether congress Is in ses- 
sion or not, and it Is natural that they

in Keeping Parasites Away—- 


Treat Hens Individually. 


The back-yard poultry keeper In 


common with others must bear In mind 
the fact that chickens will not give 
adequate returns In eggs or growth if 
they are permitted to be Infested with 
lice and mites. Probability of such In- 
festation Is largely eliminated by pro- 
viding In the poultry house adequate 
air space, lighting, ventilation, nnd 
frequent cleaning. These things, how- 
ever, cannot be wholly relied upon to 
prevent either lice or mitos. 


A readily available dust bath, more 


than any other, single thing, perhaps, 
enables the chickens themselves to get 
rid of lice and mites. If such n place 
Is not available In the yard, n box large 
enough for hens to got into should 
be provided In the house nnd n 
tlty of dust, such ns ordinary road 
dust or fine dirt, placed In It to 
allow the hens a place to dust them' 
selves. 


Use Sodium Fluorld. 


To rid the liens of lice, each one 


can be treated by placing snmll pinches 
of sodium fluorld, a material which 
can be obtained at most large drug- 
stores, among the feathers next to the 
skin—one pinch on the head, ono on 
the neck, two on the back, one on the 
breast, one below the vent, one at 
the base of the tall, one at either thigh, 
and one scattered on the underside of 
each wing when, spread. 
Another 


method Is to use a small quantity of 
blue ointment, a piece about'tis large 
as a pea on tho skin one inch below 
the vent. 
If mercurial ointment Is 


used Instead of blue ointment, it 
should be diluted with nn equal qunn- 
tity of vaseline. Any of these meth- 
ods will be found very effective In 
ridding the hens of lice nnd should be 
employed whenever tho lice become 
troublesome. 
Two or three nppllca- 


tions a year nsunlly prove sufficient. 


Mites Most Harmful. 


Mites nre more troublesome nnd 


more harmful than llco. They do not 
live upon the birds like the llco, bu 
during the day hide !n the cracks nnd 
crevices of the roosts and walls o 
the house, and at night they come ou 
and get upon the fowls. They suck the 
ben's blood-, and If allowed to bocomi 
plentiful—as they certainly will 1C no 
destroyed—will seriously nffcct her 
health nnd consequently her ability 
to lay eggs. They may be eradicated 
by a few thorough applications of koro 
gene or some of the coal-tar products 
which nre sold for tills purpose, or

How the Congress of Vienna Took 


Fruits of Napoleon's Victories 


From Vanquished France. 


The fall of Napoleon entailed (he re- 


making of tlio mnji of Riirope. 
Tho 


congress opened on Nosombor I, IS! I, 
Knglaml, Austria, Hussin and Prussia 
from tho \ory llrst insisted upon regu- 
lating all problems amnm,' themselves 
and excluded |i"iauoo from the delib- 
erations, 
Klnn Louis X\'1II, however, 


prevented this ostracism and succeed- 
ml In being admitted, together wllh 
the secondary slate.s. 


Finland and the duchy of Varsnw 


were given toHu.sslii, The duchy of !'<>• 
sen, pail of Saxony and thai of Ilium- 
ver, the principality of Neiiehatel, Co- 
logne and M'l eves, were ceded lo I'ru.s- 
sla, Austria gut back Istrla, Dnlmnlla, 
li'rlull, Manilla, Venice, Lombardy, Ty- 
ro] and Croatia. Tho pope recovered 
blh states. The house of Bourbon re- 
covered Naples and Madrid. England 
obtained the principal Fiencb colonies. 
Tlie Iroaly of 181!) confenod the pre- 
ponderance lo the powers of the North 
mid England. A special pact, the Holy 
Alliance, solldnrlv,ed 
their Interests. 


The European equilibrium was thus 
re-established.

The amount of light and the slue

best

blul.sh and greenish tones, cool tuns, 
neutral browns, etc 


Tinted Walls for Small Rooms. 
flood taste, an well as reason, sug- 


gests that for the smaller rooms so 
common In oui' modern building, plain, 
light-llnled svalls are best. The largo- 
figured wall papers are wrong for such 
n house, 
A loom wllh low colling 


should have Ihe wall color to the cor- 
ner. 
Kooms w l l h high ceilings may 


have the "drop colling," 


The effecl of any room depends as 


much upon (lie relleclod light us upon 


Hint which comes directly through Ihe 
windows. 
II is Important, therefore, 


Hint the celllng_be light and of a col- 
or to reflect rather than to absorb 
Ughl. 


In determining colors In our modern 


houses, tho various purls of whlcli are 
so generally thrown together by the 
use of Inrgo openings, harmony or 
even uniformity of color Is parllcular- 
ly Important, Not only must the color 
of Ihe Individual room be good, but It 
must be In harmony with tho hall and 
other rooms Into which it opens. It Is 
necessary, then, lo plan a color scheme 
for tho whole house In which violent 
contrast1) will be avoided and restful 
harmonies encouraged. It Is possible 
under most building conditions to have 
complete harmony for the house, to- 
gether with variety In tlio rooms. The 
house builder should use a dominant 
color, nnd then modify this by giving 
different tones to the different rooms. 


Finish cf Woodwork Important. 


Naturally, floors and woodwork have 


much to do wllh lha final effects. As 
a rule, tho floors on a single story 
should be continuous In color and On- 
fsli, 
For tho woodwork, n large vnrl- 


ely of effects Is possible In these days 
of attractive fehilns. The danger Is that 
this will he overdone. 
On the olhcr 


hand, the tendency toward simple fin- 
ish wllh white enamel Is to be en- 
cournged, II can be used wllh almost 
any color scheme, and Is particularly 
appropriate for the simple stylo of 
architecture In vogue In many homes.

In an attack the signal men go over the top with

"Th» 
chateau- was the center of u perfect hell of Ger- 
man shrapnel for nearly a week, until It became 
almost untenable nnd was abandoned by the head- 
quarters staff.

charge of the Instruments In this shell-swept 
chateau for a day and a night. 
• "On the second day the. Germans broke through 
our trenches and the wires were cut by the shell 
flre. I was" given orders to evacuate the building 
and smash up my instruments. These I saved by 
burying in a shellproof trench, and then I bad to 
escape between our own fire aud that of the 
enemy's across n field under a terrible tornado of 
shrapnel. 


"On the early morning of the same dny one of 


our cable detachments was cut up and another 
captured by the Germans, only to be retaken by 
our sapper's and drivers after a desperate and 
glorious fight." 
Tlie linemen also have regular patrols, stretches 


of line which have to be constantly examined not 
only for breaks but also to make sure that they 
have not been tapped by enemy spies in such a 
way that every .bit. of information sent over them 
finds its way to the Germans. In the Aisne once, 
where the hill country offered good cover to spies, 
the wires were constantly being tapped. 


One day a lineman passing along the road no- 


ticed a lot of cable lying at cue side. He started 
to coll'It up and found that a piece of wire had 
been tied to the main line.-When he traced it be 
found that It ran to a haystack: 
He went on, 


tapped the line and sent in word to headquarters 
and an armed escort found a spy hidden In the hay 
with several days' supply of food.

MADE NEW MAP OF EUROPE 


How the Congress of Vienna Took 


Fruits of Napoleon's Victories 


From Vanquished France. 


The fall of Nnpoleon entailed the re- 


making of. the map of Europe. 
The 


congress opened on November 1, 1814. 
England, Austria, Russia and Prussia 
from the very first Insisted upon regu- 
lating all problems among themselves 
and excluded France from the delib- 
erations. King Louis XVIII. however, 
prevented this ostracism and succeed- 
od In being admitted, together with 
the secondary states. 


Finland and the duchy of Vnrsow 


were given to Russia. The duchy of Po- 
sen, part of Saxony and that of Hano- 
ver, the principality.of Neuchatel, Co- 
logne and Troves, were ceded to Prus- 
sia, Austria got back Istria, Dnliuatla. 
Friuli, Mantua, Venice, Lombardy, Ty- 
rol and Croatia. The pope recovered 
his states. The house of Bourbon re- 
covered Naples and Madrid. Kngland 
obtained the principal French colonies. 
Tie treaty of 1815 conferred the pre- 
ponderance to the powers of the North 
and England. A special pact, the Holy 
Alliance, solidnriaed their Interests. 
The European equilibrium was thus 
re-established.

Spices and Condiments to Be Avoided 


by Those Who Use Their Organs 


of Speech Much. 


Certain foods or apices exercise a 


positive Influence upon the voice. The 
voices of the ulcohollst and smoker 
are well known proofs for this asser- 
tion. 
Saliva, owing to its soothing 


effect, improves the voice. 
Vinegar,

The amount of light and the size 


of the room are important fnctors In 
determining the color of the wall nnd 
woodwork.

the light Is-from the north, while 
rooms wi'th a southerly exposure are 
best In the cooler colors—grayish, 
bluish and greenish tones, cool tnns, 
neutral browns, etc. 


Tinted Wails for Small Rooms. 
Good taste, as well as reason, sug- 


gests that for the smaller rooms so 
common in our modern building, plain, 
light-tinted walls are best. The large- 
figured wall papers, are wrong for such 
n house.' A .room with low ceiling 
should lanv-e the wall color to the cor- 
ner. 
Kooms with high ceilings may 


have the "drop celling." 


Tlie effect of any room depends as 


much upon the reflected light as upon 


that which comes directly through the 
windows. 
It is important, therefore, 


that the ceiling^be light and of a col- 
or to reflect rather than to absorb 
light. 
In determining colors in our modern 


houses, the various parts of which are 
so generally thrown, together by the 
use of large openings, harmony or 
even uniformity of color Is particular- 
ly important. Not only must the color 
of the individual room be good, but it 
must be in harmony with the hall and 
other rooms into which It opens. It is 
necessary, .then, to plan a color scheme 
for th'e whole house in which violent 
contrasts will be avoided and restful 
harmonies encouraged: It Is possible 
under most building conditions to have 
complete harmony for the house, to- 
gether with .variety In the rooms. The 
house builder should use a dominant 
color, and then modify this by giving 
different tones to the. different rooms. 


Finish cf Woodwork -Important. 


'•'- Naturally, floors and woodwork have 
muck to do with the final effects. As 
a rule, the floors on a single story 
sTiould be continuous in color and fin- 
ish 
For the woodwork, a large vari- 


ety of effects is: possible in these days 
of attractive stains. The. danger is that 
this will be overdone. 
On the. other 


hand, the tendency toward simple fin- 
ish with white enamel is to be en- 
couraged. It can be used with almost 
any color scheme, and is particularly 
appropriate for the simple style of 
architecture in vogue in many homes.
